the 
stage had reached 37.75 feet and from 
that tim e until 8 o’clock at night the 
riv e r remained stationary. 
W h a t has caused the rise Is proble­ 
m atical. 
One explanation Is that the 
w ater that spread out through broken 
levee* lo the north has been drawn 
back into the channel by the re c e d ­ 
ing waters and has caused a tempo­ 
rary rise at this point. 
It is expected 
the 
rise 
w ill 
be of short 
duration 
and the decline consequently w ill be 
rapid. 
A report has been current all day 
that nine persons were drowned by 
the capsizing of a boat near the M adi­ 
son railw ay depot, but despite all ef­ 
forts the report

firmed.

o’clock that the w ater Is rushing into 
E a s t St. Louis from the South Side 
iti a torrent and people arc fleeing for 
their lives. 
The heavy pressure that

bankm ent 
and deluged 
5.000 
homes 
swept other barriers aside and flowed 
on in a torrent into the southern por­ 
tion of the c ify 
There in no means 
of com munication excepting by tele­ 
phone and the excitem ent is so great 
that little ran be learned, 
The busi­ 
ness portion of the city is from two to 
six feet below the flood level and if 
the w ater pours through the streets 
the property loss w ill be heavy and 
m any lives probably w ill be lost.
